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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 7/21/05 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(1), which requires the following: (1) a list of all patents, publications, 
applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; (2) U.S. 
patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately from 
citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which the 
information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a 
column that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the 
examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information 
disclosure statement. The information disclosure statement has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. The amended title is still too general. A new 
title is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bruce 
(6305947). 
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Bruce (Figures 1-3B) shows a right-angle connector having an electrically 
conductive body 26 with a longitudinal section with a cylindrical hollow and a transverse 
section with four legs 42; an electrical conductive pin with a portion 24 located in the 
hollow and a second portion 38 extending outwardly from the transverse section and 
parallel to the legs; and a single-piece insulating body 12 surrounding the conductive 
member and the pin. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Smith (4008941). 

Smith (Figures 1-4) shows a right-angle connector having an electrically 
conductive body 62 with a longitudinal section with a cylindrical hollow and a transverse 
section with a leg 66; an electrical conductive pin with a portion 14 located in the hollow 
and a second portion 60 extending outwardly from the transverse section and parallel to 
the legs; and an insulating body 22 surrounding the conductive member and the pin. 
But Smith does not show the conductive body having four legs. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant invention to provide 
four legs because this would require a mere duplication of essential parts, which involve 
only routine skill in the art. St. Regis Co. vs. Bemis co., 193 USPQ 8.

Bruce shows a single piece 
insulating body 12 surrounding the conductive member and the pin.
